Vacancies in key positions in the department of public works 
have been created by the compulsory retirement of Philip Rol- 
lins as chief diesel pump operator at the pumping station and 
the Oct, 1 departure of Forestry Supt. Philip Busby to accept a 
position with the Massachusetts Electric Co. 

Both men have served the town for several years in their 
respective DPW posts. 

Rollins a member of the water department since 1946, has 
been the operator of the pumping station since that time and 
has lived at the Haggetts pond home which abuts the station. 

When he reached the mandatory retirement age of 70 a year 
ago, the selectmen and Town Manager J. Maynard Austin re- 
quested that he stay another year and obtainedemergency per- 
mission to retain his services for this period. 

Since his employment with the town, Rollins has seen the 
water department grow to meet the needs of the town and with 
that growth the increased facilities at the pumping station. 

Of his retirement, .Town Manager Austin said the town is 
**losing a very reliable person in a vital position.’? 

DPW Director Robert McQuade said Rollins had performed 
a most vital service to the town anda most competent member 
of the water department staff. 

The station operator had been working with the planning 
of the new water treatment facility which is scheduled to 
go into operation next spring. 

, The pumping machinery was once fired by coal and has 
come up to its present diesel operation over the years. 

Busby, a resident of Chestnut Street in North Andover, 
has been head of the forestry department for over 17 years. 

Both McQuade and Austin also feel his loss to the town a 
difficult one, in view of his value and concern for the com- 
munity, the landscape and its environment. 

Busby has developed a spirit of co-operation with the 
state and public utilities working in the community in the 
area of saving trees. 

He has kept abreast of the problems resulting from the 
modern ecological movement and the infestation of plant 
life. 

McQuade expressed regret at losing a competent man in 
this but said he goes to his new position as arborist with 
the town’s blessings and appreciation.

To reflect on a_ sabbatical 
year spent at one of the great 
universities of the world fills 
me with gratitude toward the 
community which endorsed my 
leave of absence and permitted 
me the luxury of investigating 
in depth the educational programs 
of middle school age children. 
The pre-adolescent and adoles- 
cent youngster constantly be- 
wilder adults and challenge the 
imagination of the most gifted 
educators. Is such anopportunity 
really a luxury? After a year 
of study and evaluation of cur- 
rent research on how children 
learn and changing methods and 
materials used in the highly 
regarded British primary and 
middle schools, I am convinced 
that after seventeen years in 
public education eleven as Junior 
High School principal such a 
“renewal”? was a necessity. 

In the United States over 1700 
middle schools are now operating 
and an upward trend is indicated 
by the increasing number of books 
and articles being written with 
wide circulation, Morris Mel- 
linger and John A, Rackauskas 


of Chicago State College report - 


that the conditions and prac- 
tices in these schools often do 
not jibe with the ideas of middle 
school education theorists. Theo- 
retically, middle school 
education breaks away from rigid 
time schedules, and subject- 


matter orientated instruction. It 
emphasizes individualization, 
flexible scheduling, inquiry, dis- 
covery, independent study, semi- 
nars, and other practices 
designed to promote the personal 
growth of early adolescent young- 
sters. But in practice, report

Mellinger and Rackauskas, about 
eighty percent of self-styled 
middle schools have conventional 
programmes. School systemsare 
apparently adopting middle 
school education in name, but not 
in practice. 

Many Americans are aware of 
the existing new developments in 
education that are taking place 
in British schools. Phrases such 
as the ‘‘integrated day,’ ‘‘open 
school” or ‘‘open education’ 
and ‘‘activity based classroom’? 
are becoming part of the vocabu- 
lary of knowledgeable teachers 
and administrators everywhere. 

The British system is be- 
coming a focal point of attention 
and an area proving to be the 
stepping stone in the Middle 
School concept. Primary schools 
throughout America are rapidly 
adopting andadapting the methods 
and approaches of British 
Primary Schools and the purpose 
of my study was to investigate the 
practices being used in England 
to integrate and extend the British 
Primary approach to Middle 
Schools. 

If the middle school is to be a 
new progressive force it must 
develop further the curriculum, 
methods and attitudes whichexist 
at present inelementary schools. 
It must move forward in what 
is now regarded as secondary 
school work, but it must not 
move so far away that it loses 
the best of primary education 
as we know it now. 

The middle school years will 
require teachers with a good 
grasp of subject matter but the 
middle school can not be domi- 
nated by secondary school in- 
fluences.

Examining The Middle School 


Middle School staffs are 
developed from teachers with 
primary and _ secondary ex- 
perience. Therefore, there is a 
danger of discussions on Middle 
School centering around “pri- 
mary approach’’ versus speciali- 
zation. We should agree once 
and for all that the old primary 
versus secondary battle is 
irrelevant. The future lies some- 
where in between, 


Teachers from Secondary 
Schools who possess specializa- 
tion need to be helped to broaden 
their understanding of working 
in fields other than their 
specialization in order to offer 
children in their group a range 
of activities. Teachers with 
Primary School backgrounds who 
can teach a wide range of activi- 
ties may need help in develop- 
ing one area to a point where 
they can offer this at an appro- 
priate level to the older child- 
ren. 

Most teachers will have the 
dual roles of class responsibility 
and as a more specialist mem- 
ber of a team within a year 
group. In the Middle School, 
teachers with different views of 
children come together and they 
must thrash out a new ethos. In 
Britain these differences are be- 


ing hammered out and what we 
have is an emerging Middle 
School. 

It is not proposed to dwell 
on the pros and cons of the eight 
to twelve year old versus the 
nine to thirteen Middle School, 

It becomes obvious that 
preference has to give way to 
pragmatism -- cost factors and 
existing buildings. 

The purpose of my study was 
to evaluate the educational rea- 
sons for the establishment of 
middle schools as the central 
core of a three-tier pattern of 
reorganization, to enumerate 
some of the reasons advanced 
for the growing movement toward 
middle school education, and to 
state, in fact, why middle schools 
are thought to be educationally 
sound, 

The focus of my study was the 
identification of outstanding 
practices which provide chal- 
lenge and motivation for middle 
school pupils. 

The Middle Schools’ philosophy 
is, in fact, the basis for 
determining programmes and in- 
structional procedures. The 
emphasis will be placed on the 
functional operation of Middle 
School education in Great 
Britain.

At Hospital 


Lawrence General Hospital’s 
new Rehabilitation Center will 
be dedicated on Monday, Sept. 
11 at 12 noon. 

This Center, with over 50,000 
square feet of floor space anda 
staff of 36, is one of the largest 
and most comprehensive of its 
kind in New England. It encom- 
passes the entire spectrum of 
rehabilitation, including aSpeech 
and Hearing Clinic, Vocational 
Rehabilitation Facilities, a Day 
Care andC hild Development Pro- 
gram, and an Alcoholic Clinic 
with a new Detoxification Unit. 

These services are funded 
through federal grants amounting 
to approximately $500,000 for 
1972, with a total of $1.5 million 
allocated over the next three 
years. 

Of equal significance is the 
fact that the Center keys upon 
those areas ,in which Governor 
Sargent has expressed concern; 
i.e., the Vocational Rehabilitation 
of Pubiic Offenders, the Rehabil- 
itation of Public Welfare Recipi- 
ents, Day Care Services for Pre- 
school Children of Disabled 
Public Welfare Recipients, and 
Rehabilitation of the long- 
neglected and often overlooked 
Alcoholic. 

Governor Sargent is expected 
to attend the dedication, along 
with other state and federal of- 
ficials.

It hopes to develop relevant 
information in regard to de- 
ficiencies in low income housing, 
which is the subject of a study 
presently being conducted hy the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission. 

The commission, of whichAn- 
dover is a member, is scheduled 
to take some action this year 
with respect to recommending a 
target number of subsidized 
housing units for each of the 15 
cities and towns in the region. 

The regional study stemmed 
from actions of the State De- 
partment of Community Affairs 
which has undertaken a regional 
analysis of housing needs in 
Massachusetts and has allocated 
4,000 units for the Merrimack 
Valley. 

The Regional Commission is 
now in the process of developing 
criteria or formulae to assure 
an equitable allocation of units 
throughout the region by including 
such factors as employment 
opportunities, income need, fair 
share disposition on the basis 
of population, availability of 
schools, service facilities, 


ability to pay and other elements. . 


The questionnaire is being dis- 
tributed through the office of the 
Planner, Joseph Schall, Jr., and 
at the Planning Board in the 
Town Hall. The answers should 
be mailed or returned to Mr. 
Schall, who will begin the task 
of evaluating the low income 
housing deficiencies by utilizing 
this and other available informa- 
tion. 

Various formulas have already 
been used by different groups and 
communities in an attempt to 
achieve an equitable target num- 
ber. For example, a tentative 
housing formula developed by the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission would allocate 206 
subsidized housing units for An- 
dover. Another formula which

has received wide-spread publi- 
city was one used in Dayton, 
Ohio, and which, if applied to 
Andover, would give it 156 sub- 
sidized units. The formula 
devised by the State Department 
of Community Affairs would re- 
sult in a figure of 358 units for 
the town. 

If units were to be assigned 
in the same ratio that the popu- 
lation of the town bears to the 
total population in the Region, 
Andover would be allocated 382 
units of subsidized housing. If 
units are assigned by dividing 
the housing units equally (equal 
share) among the Valley com- 
munities, Andover would receive 
267 units. If hoth concepts, popu- 
-lation and equal share are used, 
and only these two, the distribu- 
tion for Andover would be 324 
units, 

The answers to the question- 
naire should not only produce 
some indication of the 
deficiencies in subsidized hous- 
ing, but also suggestions as to 
the location of the units, the type 
of units and the groups to re- 
ceive priority in meeting housing 
needs, 

In addition to use by the Town 
Planner and the Planning Board, 
the results of the survey will 
be furnished to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The selectmen earlier this 
summer refused to answer the 
questionnaire supplied by the 
Valley planning commission, 
feeling they should undertake the 
matter on their own. 

The board has sought similar 
information from the local plan- 
ners and wants to make a report 
to town meeting, probably in 
March, 

Items included in the question- 
naire include establishing 
criteria to determine the number 
of low cost housing units, such 
as population, number of jobs 
available, availability of public 
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transportation, health services, 
land use intensity, and need, 

The Valley Commission has 
been asked to submit its recom- 
mendations to the state by Labor 
Day or shortly thereafter, since 
the state board is planning to 
make its allotment within ashort 
period of time.

Program Should Provide 
Wide Range Of Activity 


By Gary C. Ralph 


Recreation - who needs it? 

I believe we all need some form 
of it. It is my conviction that 
recreation is a fundamental and 
universal human need. Since 
earliest times, recreation, like 
work, love and worship has been 
a form of human activity. 

Usage of leisure time for such 
activities as festivals, dances, 
games and music has always 
been a part of life although not 
always viewed favorably by cer- 
tain groups. Ag is evident to all 
of us during the past few decades, 
recreation has blossomed to an 
unprecedented degree. I am not 
referring to just municipal 
recreation but am using theterm 
in a broad context to include all 
aspects of leisure time usage by 
the American public, The recrea- 
tion professional and the general 
public have asked that extensive 
land and water areas be set 
aside for recreation use; that 
facilities be designed and built 
for a wide range of recreation 
activities. 

Our desire for recreation op- 
portunities is so widespread 
and insistent that the American 
people, even during a depression 
and World War, spent several 
billion dollars annually in pursuit 
of recreation. It still staggers 
my imagination whenever I hear 
how many billions of dollars are 
being spent recreationally today 
by the American public. 

Why has man always sought 
recreation and why is he de- 
manding it so insistently today? 
I suspect that man now recog- 
nizes recreation is a fundamental 
and universal need. Man will not 
suppress that urge to do some- 
thing beyond the routine of daily 
life. If we follow the growth of 
a child, it is found that play is 
the chief occupation of the child 
during his waking hours. It is 
nature’s way of affording outlets 
to the great biological urge for 
activity and the means of acquir- 
ing skills needed in later life. 
As he grows older, other forms 
of activity make increasing de- 
mands on his time, energy and 
attention. However, twodominant 
impulses of youth are the urges 
for activity and toward some form 
of collective association. In adult 
life, the duties and responsibili- 
ties of earning a living, caring 
for a family, and maintaining a 
place in human society tend to 
relegate recreation to a place 
of minor significance onthe mar- 
gin of life. Too bad - the lack 
of recreation or the negative 
form of it can make for a ter- 
ribly drab life.

Of Black Eyed Susans

Who was Susan whose eyes 
were so black? 

My grandmother had violet 
eyes. Deep violet that almost 
crackled with spirit even at ad- 
vanced age. But no flower was 
named for her. 

So, who was this Susan whose 
non-remembered remembrance 
splashes brilliant yellow on the 
autumnal meadows of North 
America? 

Dozens of herbals tell us that 
Joe Pye, honored by the Joe- 
Pyeweed, was an Indian, Indeed, 
it is such common knowledge that 
one might be wise in doubting its 
authenticity. But botany volumes, 
large or small, name the black- 
eyed Susan and name no further 
names. 

One might ask: But what about 
Daisy? Surely more know her 
name and she must have been 
quite a gal! With Daisy, however, 
the proposition moves backward. 
The flower apparently first was 
called ‘‘day’s ease.’’ Fromthere 
it tapered off to daisies. And the 
capital ‘‘D’? Daisy was namedfor 
the flower. 

But, Susie had a flower named 
after her! 

Black-eyed Susan is among 
those meadow flowers that beat 
the Europeans to NorthAmerica. 
She and her many sisters were 
natives of the American prairies 
and Great Plains. She has so 
many look-alikes among her 
relatives that different botanical 
guides assign the name black- 
eyed Susan to different species 
within the genus Rudheckia. 

The black-eyes Susan now in 
bloom throughout New England 
has a remarkable record for the

universality of its name. Oh, here 
and there across America, one 
may encounter a citizen who re- 
fers to the local form as brown- 
eyed Susan. On the Great Plains 
where beef and mutton are all 
and romance languishes at low 
ebb, one may hear black-eyed 
Susan called ‘‘coneflower.’’ 

Even those who call her the 
‘*vellow daisy’’ usually know her 
as Susan. 

If black-eyed Susan happens 
to be one of your favorite wild 
flowers, you are not alone. The 
great Linnaeus -- the first since 
Adam to dispense names to the 
natural world -- had all earth’s 
creations to choose from in 
selecting a plant or animal to 
honor his old professor and 
patron, Olaf Rudbeck.

Quite naturally, Linnaeus 
chose the black-eyed Susan to 
bear the generic name ‘‘Rud- 
beckia.’? Why not? Where else 
could one find such dazzling color 
in a_ design of gracious 
simplicity? 


Black-eyed Susan may seem to 
toss against the late summer 
breeze a handful of individual 
flowers. But each blossom exists 
as an intricate little village of 
flowers. As with all composite 
flowers, what appears to us as 


a single blossom in reality is a 
cluster of tiny blossoms. 

The tlack-eyed Susan is cau- 
tious in dispensing her nectar to 
fickly insects. She begins 
courting these pollinators with 
her ray flowers (flowers attached 
to the petals) and the outer cir- 
cle of flowers around her ‘‘eye,’”? 
As the season progresses, she 
opens other bands within the 
‘feye”’ and as a result the center 
of the blossom rises into a cone 
shape. Hence, the alternatename

Editorial Comment 
Joint Effort 


A move of some significance has been made jointly by 
the school committee and finance committee. 

It is aimed at ereating harmony and understanding be- 
tween members of both municipal bodies and toward pro- 
viding a prospectus for the town’s taxpayers. 

The FinCom and school board members have agrecd to 


set up a joint committee to delve into the problem of 
~ tstablishing a school budgeranniivay. 9 


In addition the joint group will come up with not only 
current year financial plans but consequences of this year’s 
economic action upon subsequent year’s tax picture. 

This is something which has long been desirable. 

Adoption of a school budget in March, often has a 
mesmerizing effect as far as consequences are concerned. 

Contained in that budget document are such things as 
salary increases which probably affect the current year for 
about a four month period. Some programs are also con- 
tained which may be new to the system and represent 
recurring expenses. 

To date, while educational budgetary explanations 
have been long and sometimes given under duress, the 
picture has been only one of immediate effect. 

What is proposed in the efforts of the joint committee 
is an enlightening approach to the town’s largest financial 
expenditure. 

The committee will be composed of two member of the 
school board, two from the FinCom and Supt. of Schools 
Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert. 

It is planned to present to town meeting all phases of 
educational costs, such as the effect of new school con- 
struction on the tax rate, this year and over the next couple 
of years. 

In the past, on many occasions, school committee - 
FinCom negotiations have revolved around such points as 
the financiers doubting the value of additional books 
while the educators challenged the economic fact finding 
ability of those across the table. 

Of immediate consequence to the taxpayer is the ability 
to determine priorities. 

Through their deliberations and reports, it is assumed 
that the joint committee efforts will result in an evolve- 
ment of a concrete picture of the town’s economy and its 
needs. 

For that alone the increase in communication between 
the two groups should be applauded, and while their mes- 
. Sage can not be expected to be soothing to the pocket- 
book, it will be beneficial to sound financial planning. | 
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Status 


School Committeeman William L. Lane would seem 
more than justified in desiring to know the status of 
acceptance of the town’s three newest school buildings. 

Last week, the school committeeman expressed con- 
cern about conditions at West elementary where, he said, 
carpeting is in deplorable condition. 

Unaccepted on a formal basis as yet are the new high 
school, the Bancroft and the West elementary addition. 

In October, the town will be asked to spend an addi- 
tional $9,000 on the new high school to replace windows. 
This is a matter which has been in litigation. Some glass 
problems have been rectified at the high school, but addi- 
tional ones must be solved. 

Lane’s principal concern seems to be who is responsible 
for such items, the contractor or the town? 

From a layman’s viewpoint, -if the town is using the 
building as a public institution, then the municipality may 
be incurring some liability for defects. 

Such a probability demands an answer. 

ff there are problems with these new buildings, then 
let’s get them straightened out and accepted as soon as 
possible, with the right persons footing the bills. 


A Step Ahead 


Screaming headlines proclaiming the Merrimack River 
as being one of the country’s most polluted streams is 
hardly news. 

What is being done about such a problem, however, is 


newsworthy. and in the wake of the findings of the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers this past week, il seems im- 
portant to note that the Merrimack Valley area is in the 
forefront as far as river cleanup is concerned, 

For the past several years, the Greater Lawrence Sani- 
tary District commission has been working diligently and 
steadily toward meeting federal and state requirements for 
Merrimack River cleanup. 

The commission has come up with final plans and is 
now awaiting federal funding for the project which will 
result in substantial improvement in the Merrimack in this 
area, 


The Greater Lawrence. group is by far the leader in the 


valley in this effort. 

While none of us may enjoy the prospects of the $69 
million bill it will cost to repair the errors of the past, it is 
notable that at least the region is prepared to move ahead 
and relieve the problems of the present. 


Good Servants 


It is always difficult to lose valued employees, parti- 
cularly those who have served a community such as An- 
dover so well over a period of many years. 

The announcement this week that two top members of 
the department of public works team will be leaving the 
town’s employ can be classed as such a loss. 

Philip Rollins has been a member of the water depart- 
ment for many years and has guided the growth of the 
pumping facilities to a point where a smooth transition is 
anticipated when the new and larger mechanisms will be 
turned on at the treatment plant. 

Philip Busby has headed the town’s tree department 
since 1950 and was concerned about the town’s land- 
scape and environment before it became fashionable. 

For Mr. Rollins retirement comes as compulsory, his 
having surpassed the time requirements for leaving the 
town service. His value can be attested by the selectmen 
and town manager seeking emergency measure to continue

Mr. Rodgers, though, feels that 
the 12~member selection board 
named last week by Governor 
Sargent should recruit and screen 
potential judges hy November --

‘‘And many organizations of 
former offenders are interested 
in prison and judicial reform,’’ 
he notes. ‘‘They should have 
been included,’’ as well as minor- 
ity and low-income groups, he 
feels. 

The Governor’s appointments 
leave him free to make the final 
selection of judges and fall short 
of the Coalition for Better Judges’ 
demand that potential judges 
undergo community questioning 
at open hearings, 

But his chief legal council 
who sees the newly-formed com- 
mittee as more a recruting than 
a screening arm, says the group 
can get citizens’ appraisals of 
potential judges’ conduct even 
though their meetings must be 
confidential. 

And the Governor has said 


he expects to follow the group’s 
-advice even though he isn’t bound 
to 


Supporters of the Governor’s 
stand argue that none of his 
judicial appointees have been 
charged with misconduct, 

Nevertheless, the Coalition 
feels there is ‘no excuse for 
the continuation of the system 
of private judgeships, privately 
arrived at that has produced such 
disaster for our court system’’ 
as it urges the Governor to 
“pay something more than lip 
service to the concept of equality 
and fair application of the law.’

Peppers 
In Excellent 


Supply 


Locally grown peppers are in 
excellent supply now, according 
to the Massachusetts Department 
of Agriculture. Several delicious 
varieties are grown on nearby 
farms and are available at 
selected produce counters and 
farm stands across the state. 

‘The regular, round, sweet 
green papper we know so well 
is good in so many ways. Try 
slicing green peppers and yellow 
summer squash, and frying them 
together in a skillet with lots 
of butter for a delicious vegetable 
side dish. For a cool summer 
meal, core a raw green pepper 
and fill the cavity with home- 
made potato salad (don’t forget 
to dice some peppers into the 
salad itself), Fora real family 
pleaser, core sweet green pep- 
pers, boil them for 2 or 3 minutes, 
and then stuff with a mixture of 
rice, onions, hamburg and tomato 
sauce, which has been sautedina 
skillet. Grate some cheddar 
cheese on top and place in a 
moderate oven until the cheese 
has browned. 

In addition to the versatile 
Sweet, green ‘‘meaty’’ bell pep- 
per, several other varieties are 
grown in the Bay State, including 
a new variety, the Cubanelle. 
These look like large finger 
peppers, are green or light yel- 
low, and have a heartier flavor 
than the green bell peppers. For 
those who like it hot, the yield 
from Massachusetts farms in- 
cludes small, round, redor green 
cheese or cherry peppers. Like 
the small red or green finger 
peppers, these are _ very, 
very hot. When in doubt, ask 
the produce manager or farm 
stand operator. 


If you should unwittingly bite 
into a very hot pepper, don’t 
reach for the water, chew on a 
piece of bread or cracker. This 
will usually quell the flames 
better than a liquid, 

Massachusetts is expected to 
lead the nation again this year 
in the production of cran- 
berries, according to the Cape 
Cod Cranberry Growers’ As- 
sociation, This year’s harvest 
which begins in September is 
expected to yield over 900,000 
barrels, The Bay State produces 
about half of the cranberries 
grown in the United States. 

Modern agri-science is evi- 
dent in the cranberry bog today. 
In the past, the bogs were drained 
and the berries harvested by 
machine, Now the fields are 
flooded, the berries float to the 
surface and are collected by a 
gigantic vacuum machine which 
increases the yield per acre by 
about 25 percent. 

The harvest continues through 
October to provide the traditional 
cranberry dishes which grace 
festive Thanksgiving and 
Christmas tables,
